becauſe even inthis Kingdome , all that are enemies to the 
Peace and Reformation eſtabliſhed within the ſame , are ſet on 
work of purpoſe, to ſpread falſe reports in all the corners of 
the Land, for ſtrengthening the wicked and malignant party, 
_ and weakning the mindes and hands of all honeſt men ; and 
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happely at this time are ſpreading falſe pretences of the hard 
An unexpetted reftraint of theſe that are imployed in Com- 
miſsion to His Majeſty, and Parliament of England, as if 
they were warranted by the Commiſzioners Aras them , to 
| ſeek ſuch things, as were not fit for His Mejor to grant, or 

this Kingdome to crave. Therefore the ſaid Commiſsioncrs 
for conſerving the Peace, have thought fit, that for the.right 
ms of all whom it concernes, this following Copie. 0

THe Noblemen, Barons,and Burgefſes, Com- 
582 \3Di miſſioners appointed by His Majeſtie and 
a3 Eſtates of Parliament of the Kingdome of 
$321} Scotland , for conſerving the Peace ſo 

happily eſtabliſhed betwixt the two'King- 
domes, being met atEdinburgh, Seprember 29. 1642. 


and entring into ſuch ſerious conſideration , both of 


their intereſt and duetie , as the importance of ſo great 
affairs , and the preſent condition'of the Kingdomes do 
require , They find themſelves boand, not only by the 
common Bonds of the Law of Nature and of Chriſtian 
duetic,to follow after the things which make for conſer- 
vation of peace, and prevention of trouble, Burt alſo by 
the more ſpeciall Bond of their nationalt Oath , and the 
publick Faith of the Parliament of this Kingdome,in 
all juſt and honourable wayes to endeayour the preſer- 
yation of the Union betwixt the Kingdomes of Scot- 
land and England; And not only this Bond; but authori- 
ledalſoby the lateTreaty,& by their Commiſſion to be 
carefull ( during the intervall betwixt the fittings ofthe 
Parliaments of this Kingdome ) that the Peace betwixt

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therwo Kingdomes be Ab wH - and fo endeayour by 
all good means to prevent all trouble and diviſion. And 
if any debate or difference-ſhall happen to ariſe , which 
may tend to the diſturbance of the common peace. , to 
labour to remove.or compole the ſame;according to the 
power granted unto them , And if any thing ſhall fall 
forth, which ts above their power,and which cannot be 
remedied by them, , To repreſent the ſameto his Maje- 
ty and the. Parliaments reſſettivd - That by their wiſe-- 
dome and authoritieall occaſions and cauſes of trouble 
being removed-, the peace of the Kingdomes may be 
perpetuate to all poſteritie : In performing of which 
weighty and neceſſary dutie they muſt give accompt of - 
their diligence and Aithfulneſſe fo the next enſuing 
Parliament. And conſidering the-imminent dangers and 
| calamities whichthe great differences , and diſtragiqns 
betwixt His Majeſtie and His Parliament of S 
may bring upon that Kingdome,and by confequence up- 
on this, Their intereſt in His Majeſtic their native Sove- 
raigne being ſuch, that they are neerly concerned it the 
| ſafety of His Royall. Perſon , and juſt Authority ; And 
ſuch theirrelation to England , that the preſervation of 
the libertic and peace ofthar Kingdome, doth much im- 
port to the preſeryation of the Religion , Libertie', and 
Peace of this; the union ofthe two Kingdomes being ſo 
ftri& in the Bonds of Nature, Religion and Policie,that 
, they cannot bur ſhare inthe proſperitie and calamities of 
each other : So that iftheſe differences betwixt the Kin 
and his Parliament, ſhall come, by Force of Arms,an 
by the effuſion of bloud, to be decided, ( which GOD 
forbid ) the Kingdome of Scotland cannot but in end be

all humility beſeech His Majeſty,according to His graci- 
ous promule expreſt in the late Parliament , preſently to

warned thereto , that by their wiſedome and care; 


ſome good means may be found out, whereby the oc- 
cafion and cauſes of theſe troubles which have already 
ſhaken , and. do threaten the over-threw of our com- 
mon peace,may ( als far as is poſſible ) be removed, and 
thecalamities like to enſue thereby, timouſly prevented. 

Concerning the time of moving this demand , if you 
find the offer of our ſervice acceptable,and that the King, 
and Parliament are upon accommodation , and like to 
agree,you may forbearthe proponing of it.
